Harrisburg, Pa., May 21.—After one 
of the hardest fights within the party 
in several years, the Democratic state 
convention here decided not to in­ 
struct its delegates at large to the 
Denver convention for Bryan. 
It was 
a clean-cut victory for the Democratic 
organization, 
headed 
by 
Colonel 
Tames M. Guffey of Pittsburg, the 
Pennsylvania member of the national 
committee. 
Colonel 
Guffey 
main­ 
tained 
all along 
that 
he and 
his 
friends would control the convention, 
but 
their 
claims 
were 
disputed 
by the leaders of the faction who were 
in favor of issuing binding instructions 
for Bryan. 
The Bryanites, under ll 
leadership of the executive committee 
of the Bryan Democratic league, had 
a large following and they fought to 
the bitter end. 
While feeling ran 
high in the convention, which was ; 
times very disorderly, no personality 
were indulged in, and when the fol­ 
lowers of Bryan found that they were 
in the minority, they acquiesced and 
the convention quickly came to a 
close. 
Colonel Guffey and his supporters 
believed that the fight made to in­ 
struct the delegates at large agal 
his advice was more of a contest to 
depose him as the state leader than 
it was a contest in the interest of 
Bryan. 
Colonel Guffey anticipates no

The field artillery bourd of the Unit­ 
ed States army, which Is stationed at 
Fort Riley. Kan., has recently conclud 
ed one of the most Interesting and at 
the same time thorough tests of ammu­ 
nition for field artillery that have tak­ 
en place Iii the United States. For tile 
past two years the army has been ex­ 
perimenting with 
a 
high explosive 
shrapnel and shell with a view of in­ 
creasing the killing power of the for­ 
mer and the destructive qualities of 
the latter. The ainmuultion used Iii 
this test, which occupied a week, was 
the product of a German firm. 
There were many features of the 
firing which were spectacular and of 
great interest to the layman. 
From 
vantage points on the reservation and 
safe beyond the danger zone tile flights 
of the shells could be plainly heard 
and the bursting of the many shells 
could bo seen as they hit alioiit the 
targets or. striking them, tore them to 
pieces. 
The terrific power of this new ammu­ 
nition was plainly demonstrated, says 
a Fort Riley correspondent of the Kan­ 
sas City Star, and the tests, which 
were conducted under the personal su­ 
pervision of the members of the board, 
proved successful beyond the fondest 
expectations. 
The first target to tie attacked repre­ 
sented 
infantry 
in 
column on the 
march. Eight board targets, each forty 
yards long, two yards high and of inch 
planking, were arranged one after the 
other and twenty-five yards apart. 
Poth shrapnel and shell were used on 
these targets from a distance of 3.000 
yards. The shells were exploded over 
these targets in order that the flying 
pieces would go downward. After the 
first shot the targets were riddled like 
a sieve, showing what the chance 
would lie for a column of troops mov­ 
ing in th e^ pen in the face of such a 
fire.

E ngland's state carriage is one of the 
most costly anti splendid In the world 
It was tmi11 in I TUI at a cost of $36, 
OOO on the occasion of the m arriage of 
George III. and has ever since carried 
the English kings and queens on al! 
high 
state 
occasions. 
Sir 
William 
Cham bers designed tile vehicle, which 
weighs four tons. 
Despite Its many years’ service Its 
great wheels, gear and body are said 
to be as sound as when built, and it 
looks as if it would go on forever 
Steel springs were unknown when the 
coach was built, and its ponderous yet 
dainty, luxurious body is suspended on 
leather braces, not unlike those of the 
old Concord stagecoaches of America 
Its balance Is so perfect that a touch 
of the finger Is enough to set the body 
swinging on the big creaking straps 
which brace the carved and gilded tri­ 
tons supporting the driver’s seat and 
ham m er cloth. 
The length of the ve 
hide Is twenty-four feet, and It is 
twelve feet high. 
The elaborate carvings cost more 
than the carriage proper, the coach 
builder’s bill having been less than 
$9,000, while that of the carver was 
more than $10,000. 
Something of the 
character of the ornamentation may be 
guessed from the fact that the artist 
Cipriani received $1,500 for painting 
the panels and that the late maker’s 
charge was about $4,000, the crimson 
satin Interior of the carriage being 
most elaborately upholstered.
